learn of the death of D. Kent Trone of Troy, who passed away on

October 25, 2007; and

WHEREAS, D. Kent Trone was born March 12, 1934, in Sheldons

Grove; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Trone served in the United States Army and

received an honorable discharge in 1962; he received his law

degree from the University of Illinois in 1960; he practiced

law in the Rushville and Edwardsville area for 37 years; during

that time, he served as attorney for the Village of Livingston

and the Livingston Sanitary District, as well as the village of

Marine and the Marine Sanitary District; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Trone was appointed as government appeal agent

for Local Board 166 of the Selective Service System in

Edwardsville, serving from 1965 to 1967; he was appointed as a

special assistant attorney general of the State of Illinois for

Madison County; he served as a trustee on the Board of Trustees

of Glen Carbon; he was appointed as an associate judge in

Madison County, serving from 1971 to 1975; after his

resignation as an associate judge in 1975, he returned to

private practice, continuing to work until he retired January
